promised to introduce separate bills to 
put coal, iron and sugar on the free list. 
By tho way, tho party leaders promised, 
when the silver purchase law was re- 
pealed, that they would pass a proper 
free silver bill. Of course we do not 
mean to insinuate that Democratic 
promises are cot kept. 


GEO. 
M. PULLMAN denies the pub- 


lished reports that the company pro- 
poses to begin evictions at once. 
He 


says many of the men are returning to 
work and in their cases evictions will be 
unnecessary and that by their contract 
with tenants either party can terminate 
the lease by giving 10 days notice and 
at the proper time undesirable tenants 
will receive that notice. 


DEMOCRATS, in disgust, berate their 


congress for not agreeing on the 
tariff 


and passing a bill long ago, forgetful of 
the fact that Democrats do not and are 
not so constituted as to agree on the 
tariff. Even right here athome we have 
an illustration of this fact, The Decatur 
Review, the official organ of the party 
has two editors. The one is in favor of 
taxing sugar and the other favors free 
sugar. The free sugar man is doing the 
writing now. 


CHAIRMAN WILSON in his speech be- 


fore the house caucus called to swallow 
the senate tariff bill said that he was 
credibly informed and believed that the 
senate sugar schedule would net the 
sugar trust 840,000,000. 
"The great 


battle," said he, "is between the Ameri- 
can people and the sugar trust" and yet 
the house swallowed the "infamy" and 
it will become a law and the people will 
be robbed as the resultof the great Dem 
ocratic victory of 1892. 


THE world is full of people who are

one's self into the belief that great re- 
forms are needed everywhere and hi fact 
this is true and should serve to invite all 
people who want justice and right to 
prevail to do averything in their power 
to make the world better. But the per- 
ron is worth nothing to the world who 
becomes dissatisfied with it, and like 
Elijah sits down to declare that he alone 
is righteous, and abandons every effort 
at making the world better.

modern Elijah's are as much mistaken 
as the Tishbite was. The world is full 
of good people who are doing their duty 
and are making no fuss about it; men 
who have the ability to accept civiliza- 
tion as it is and do the best they can in 
it and for it, without clamoring for new 
and strange laws to yoke humanity with 
—laws, like some we have, that would 
answer no good purpose in the absence 
of healthy public sentiment that would 
revere the law and enforce it. 
These 


people who want to go too fast are never 
the most useful people. 


Making Tariff Laws. 


Those people who are trying to satisfy 


their judgment by assuming that all our 
trouble and depression are due to Re- 
publican legislation, on the theory that 
the Democratic leaders have done noth- 
ing, ought to read the speeches and res- 
olutions in congress urging the speedy 
settlement of the tariff. Without excep- 
tion, these speeches and resolutions 
recite that business has been depressed 
on account of the expected change in 
the tariff laws and cannot be expected 
to get better until the country knows 
what congress will do. The situation is 
emphasized in Dun's weekly review of 
business in these words: 


With changes every hour in the pros- 


pect about the tariff, and a decision ex- 
pected every day, business has unpleas- 
antly resembled gambling. Orders and 
purchasers have been largely based upon 
individual opinions regarding the legis- 
lative outcome, and a vast amount of 
business has been deferred because the 
discussion was yet in the future. 


In face of all this testimony from all 


sources it is time the silly stuff about 
Republican 
laws 
being 
responsible 


should be ignored by honorable think- 
ing men of all political parties. 


Belated to this is another fact that 


should not be lost sight of. It is this: 
No business depression ever occurred in 
anticipation of legislation on the tariff 
by protectionists. The country knows 
that legislation by protectioiists is always 
in the interest of the business of the 
country. When the McKinley tariff was 
under consideration business went right 
aloag. There was not a hitch in it; not 
a wheel stopped; not a spindle stood 
idle; not a fire was drawn in a furnace; 
not a sheep was sent to the shambles; 
not a laborer 
lost 
his 
job and 


not a railroad went into the hands 
of 
a 
receiver. 
There 
was 
no 


talk of adjusting business to the new 
tariff; there was no clamor for speedy 
action on the tariff as a means of reliev- 
ing prostration of business, because 
there was no prostration. No protective 
tariff law at any time, while under con- 
sideration, ever injured the business of 
the United States to the amount of a 
single dollar. The reason is plain. A 
protective tariff is always in the interest 
of our own business and our own pro- 
gress. On the contrary, any tariff legis- 
lation by free-traders is against the 
business interests and the labor inter- 
ests of our own country; and whenever 
such legislation is threatened, business 
is injured from that time until such a 
bill is passed, and from that time until 
it is repealed. 


The present senate bill will probably 


become a law. Business will adjust itself 
to it and go ahead, as best it can, with 
the annoying shackles that act will 
place upon ifg but business can not 
hobble back to where it was, as the re- 
sult of logical American legislation, in 
1892. 
When the cloud of a Democratic 


victory obscured the sky of prosperity 
trouble began.

rum. 
It cost 81,213,300.04 to run the 


various insane and charitable institu 
•ions in this state for the year ending 
June 30, 2804. Of this amount the 
state was taxed 91,108,843. The average 
number of inmates in the institutions 
was 7,811 and the average cost to the 
state for keeping these people was $14 1.95 
tor each inmato. 
There are 4,183 


insane patients in the state hogpit 
ate, 
not 
including 
the 
insane 


criminals, of whom there are 113 at 
Chester. The inmates in the other in 
Btitutions arc as follows: Deaf and 
dumb, 361; blind, 167; feeble minded, 
564; 
soldiers' orphans' home, 374; eye 


and ear infirmary, 112; soldiers' and 
sailors' home, 988. Of all these inmates 
4,400 were males and 2,844 were females. 
During the year 2,635 new inmates were 
admitted and 603 died. During the past 
year it cost the state $283,656 to run the 
Eastern Insane hospital, this being the 
greatest amount paid out for any of the 
Sve insane hospitals. The deaf and 
dumb during the past year cost 994,697 
to run it, and the blind 143,691. The 
other institutions cost various amount* 
from 9123,189 to 928,081, 
Extra Frizes at the Piatt County 
Fair.

The 
logic of tho State's action indicates thai 
if one wants to be sure of a job he must 
commit a crime. The jobs at Joliet ore 
sure and steady. 


Mr. Perkins, in spaaking of the intro- 


duction of prison-made cigars on the 
market a day or two ago, said that his 
organization would do everything in its 
power to defeat the state in this move 
The lab jring people voted for the 
gov- 


ernor two years ago because they be- 
lieved he was against the using of con- 
victs in competition with free labor. 
They had every assurance that he was 
sound on this point. 


IN President Cleveland's letter to 


Chairman Wilson, in which he assails 
the senate tariff bill as being absolutely 
and unqualifiedly bad and un-Demo 
era tic, he said:

within the fixed and well defined lines 
of principle will not be the solo task of 
the conference, but, as it seems to me, 
its members will also have in charge the 
question whether Democratic principles 
themselves are to be saved or aban- 
doned.

WABHINGTOS, Ang-. 13.— The principal 


matter before the senate to-day was 
the conference report on the civil ap- 
propriations bill. The conference had 
agreed upon all the subjects in dispute 
between the two houses, except as to 
about a dozen on which fmther con- 
ference was asked. Chief of these was 
the question of a site for the pew gov- 
ernment printing omee. The -.enate, 
wfcen the bill was before it had 
adopted 
an 
amendment 
for 
the 


purchase of what is known as the 
Jiahfrfie lot. and the house had 
substituted for that a provision look 
ing to the retention of the present 
building and the acquisition of adjoin 
' ing propei ty on which to erect addi- 
tional buildings. As it was understood 
that the house was unvieldingly op- 
posed to the Mahone site, Mr. Sher- 
man, in order to defeat the house prop- 
osition and to prevent any decision of 
the subject at the present session, 
moved to recede from the senate 
amendment; and, although that motion 
•was ruled out on a point of order, its 
purpose was attained by the senate re- 
fusing on a yea and nay vote (23 to 
28) to agree to the house substitute. 
That action cleared away the parlia- 
mentary objection to Mr. Sherman's 
motion to recede from the senate 
amendment, wh ich motion 
newed by Mr. Aldrich and was carried 
by a vote of 26 to 19. The effect of 
this is to take out of the bill all provi- 
sion for the printing-office site and to 
let the matter go over till nfcxt session. 


Among the matters on which further 


conference is to be had are the amend- 
ments as to the Atlanta exposition and 
to the Ford's theater disaster. 


The joint resolution extending till 


the 34th of August the appropriations 
for the expenses of the government 
•was laid before the senate, and objec- 
tions to its second reading having been 
made by Mr. Aldrich, it was laia over 
till to-morrow. There was a short ex- 
ecutive session between 12 and 1, at 
which the Chinese treaty was ratified. 


The senate adjourned at 3 p. in.

HOUSE. 


At 0:30 o'clock to-night the senate 


tariff bill, unchanged, unamended, un; 
touched, was passed by the house and 
the measure now awaits only the sig- 
nature of the president or his failure 
to sign it within ten days to be en 
acted into law. It was passed accord- 
ing to programme arranged and rati- 
fied at a caucus of democrats this morn 
ing.

out the caucus arrangements. Mr 
Onthwaite, who was absent because ol 
illness in his family, appeared, how 
ever, at 2 o'clock, and a few minutes 
later the committee on rules reported 
the special order, and the house en 
tered into one of the greatest days in 
its hi&tory. 


The special rule was agreed to afte 


« short debate. Then the senate bil 
v, as debated for two hours, and afte 
counter accusations by the republicans 
and democrat* and severe arraignments 
of the majority by several of its own 
members, the bill was passed by a vote 
ot 181 to 105.

ments final. 


Then, after passing separate bills 


placing coal, iron, barbed wire and 
tugar on the free list, the house, 
10:25, adjourned until Wednesday.

STOCK EXCHANGE LINQO. 


Mould* of FbiMM Cwd Dally In Wall 


Strict. 


What are known as "privileges" are 


not officially recognized by the ex 
change. Yet these "privileges" form 
an important part of the daily life o 
some of the members of the exchange 
These "privileges" are known 
"puts," 
"calls," 
"straddles" ana 


"spreads." All are purchased by spec- 
ulators as an insurance against losses 
in their operations in the market. J 
"put" is a contract given to receive am 
pay for stock at a price below the cur- 
rent market price for cash considera- 
tion, usually one per cent. A "call" is 
a contract to deliver stock at a price 
above the current quotation for a simi 
lor consideration. 
A "straddle" is 


dual privilege either to receive or de- 
liver stock at a price usually from two 
to three per cent, above or below the 
market figure, the consideration being 
about one per cent. A "spread" is i 
privilege in two separate contracts, 
one a "put," the other a. "<;aU," the 
consideration for which is usually 
larger than in the other options, say 
one and a half per cent. There are 
many other terms used on the stock 
exchange which may be briefly statec 
and explained. A "break" in the mar- 
ket is a serious decline caused by 
stringency in the money market or 
any other similar potent factor in 
stock speculations. The bear clique 
attacks the market, and holders 
able to carry the load of stocks 
sell out. A marked 
decline in 


values follows; the market thereupon 
breaks down. "Ballooning" is to work 
up a stock far beyond its intrinsic worth 
by favorable stories, fictitious sales, or 
other cognate means. 
"Block." A 


number of shares, say five thousand 
or ten thousand, massed 
together 


and 
sold or bought in a lamp. 


To "buy in" is the 
act of pur- 


chasing stock in order to meet a short 
contract, or to. enable one to return 
stock with the expectation of selling 
it at an advance. A "clique" is a com- 
bination of operators controlling vast 
capital in order to expand or break 
down the 
market. 
"Conversions: 


Bonds are frequently issued with a 
provision whereby they can at any mo 
ment be changed for equivalent stock; 
such securities are called convertible, 
and the act of substitution is styled 
'conversion." "Corners:" When the 
market is oversold the "shorts" are 
compelled to deliver, finding them- 
selves in a "corner." "Collaterals:" 
Any kind of securities given in pawn 
when money is borrowed 
To "cover:" 


Where stock has been sold "short" and 
;he market advances, the seller buys in 
order to protect himself on the day of 
delivery, this is "covering" one's 
'shorts." "Differences:" The price at 
which a stock is bargained for and the 
rate on the day of delivery are usually 
not the same; the variation is known 
,s the "difference," and occasionally 
brokers pay over this money balance in- 
stead of furnishing the stock; butsneh 
cases are rare. A ''drop"'in a stock is 
equivalent to a "break," except that it 
may possibly be due to wholly natural 
•causes. "Forcing" quotations is where 
brokers wish to keep up the price of a 
stock, and this is generally accom- 
plished by transactions among them- 
selves. This is known also as "wasti- 
ng." To be more explicit, "washing" 
s where one broker arranges with an- 
other to buy a certain stock when he 
offers it for sale. The bargain is ficti- 
tious, and the effect, when this fact is 
not detected, is to keep the stock 
quoted, and, if the plotters buy and 
.ell it to a high figure, to afford a basis 
'or actual transactions. "Watering a 
itock" is the artifice emp^ ed to dou- 
ble the quantitv of a (.took without im- 
iroving its quality. 


"Long" in stocks is where an opera- 
oris carrying stock for a rise To 
•load" up is where operators buy very 
leavily. To bo "short" of the market 
s where an operator has sold stock 
which is not yet actually in his pos- 
session. "Milking the street:" The 
let of cliques or great operators who 
told certain stocks so well in hand 
hat they may cause any fluctuations 
hey please, and by alternately lifting 
and depressing the price of the shares, 
ake all the floating money in the 
market. This is also known as "shear- 
ng the lambs." A "point" is a theory

L "pool" is the stock and money con- 
ributed by a clique to carry through a 
•corner." To "unload." is to sell out a 
took which has been carried for some 
ime.
